Robert Hecks own'd he was put upon the Poor rate only to entitle him to a Vote, but never Paid, and had 2 s. 6. d. given him. 
Fobn Clements rate appeard to be only for Skirme's Houle. 
William Cary Eiq; was at the Committee, and did not pretend tobe a Freeholder, and John Wood declard, That he went with Degor y 
. Bewes to view hisLand,. and they agreed it was in the Mannor, but not in the Borough. | 
Degory Geake is no Payer, as appears by the Poor rate left on the Table. 
William Bewes Senior, no Payer, prov'd by a Decd left on the Table, whereby Degory Bewes is oblig'd by Covenant to pay the rates. 
Philip King produc a Deed of 9 d. per Annum, but could not fay he had receiv'd any Rent in 20 Years. 
Richard Kingdome Junior, had a Freehold made in conſideration of Marriage, which was not conſummated till after the EleQion. 
Tho. Wood produc a Deed for a Freehold, and Fohn Wood ofter'd to produce another proving the Sale of his Lands, which the Com- 
mittce did not think fit to allow of, nor to admit of Evidence to prove others had been treated beſides the 13 mention'd in the Poll, 
which your Sitting Member thought a great hardſhip, by Reaſon when the Councel- would have confronted fome of the Petitioner's 
Witneſſes, they were told, they ſhould be heard afterwards.

That the ſaid Fofter order'd him to draw 10 5s. in Drink for Mr. Prideaux's Friends, which he accordingly did. 

That about Forty of Mr. Prideaux's Voters were Treated at Mr. Zorwe/l''s with Cyder, and about Twenty Gallons of Punch, where 
Mr. Prideaux was preſent, and defir'd their Votes. | 
b That Mr. Prideaux, and ſeveral of his Voices, drank out a Barrel of Ale at Mr. Poſter's, which was ſent in from a Publick-Houſe. 
 ____ _ That Mr. Prideaux was at Chriſtepher Kingdome's, with moſt part of his Voices, and drank with them before the Eleion. 

That he told Mr. Foſter, He thought he would get a Hundred Guinea's for his-Intereſt and Pains in procuring Votes for Mr. Prideaux. 
To which Mr. Fofter anſwer'd, No, Robert ; but 7 ſhall get Fifty by it. 


Thomas Kingdome teſtified, That Mr. Foſter ſaid he had receiv'd of Mr. Specott Five and twenty Half Crowns for the Voters, and that- 
he ſaw him give one to Degory Dozage, Junior,who Voted for Mr. Prideaux ; and allo told the faid 7homas, That he and ſeveral others were 
to have Cordivan Gloves the next day at Mr. Specot?'s, where the faid Xingdome went, and ſo did Horwel, Foſter, Bennett, Pearce, 
Wiltam Bewes, Senior, Edward Kingdome, Richard Kingdome, Junior, and ſeveral others, and Dined there with Mr. Prideaux, and had 
each of them a Pair of Gloves ; and as ſoon as the Gloves were given, Mr. Prideaux call'd the Glover into another. Room, ( as he 
belicv'd ) to pay him for them. 

John Rattenbury declar'd, That on the 6th. of January he was with Robert Pepperel, to wait on Col. Specot?, and that- Col. Specote- 
ſent for him into his Chamber, and deſir'd his Vote for Mr. Prideaux : Which he refuſing, Col. Specott told him, That he ſhould loſe 
Pair of Gloves by it ; and that Rod:re Pepperet, who complied with the Colonel, had Gloves, and he had none.
